Without it the Carolists could not hope to 
succeed; probably it is more accurate to 
say that it they had no hope of success 
through Carol, the politicians leading the 
opposition to Bratiano would not be Carol- 
ists. According to reports, they have the 
active sympathy of Queen Marie, who may

TAG BUREAU | 

The new system of handling traffic vio 
lation cases, which went into effect Monday, 
is designed to put an end to a considerable 
amount of red tape, several nuisances and a 
couple of real evils. Among the latter may 
be mentioned the practice of some police 
officers in getting tags quashed for their 
friends, and the operations of a gang of pro- 
fessional fixers. 

The motorist who receives a tag for a 
minor violation under the new system das 
five days in which to appear at the Interaa- 
tional Building, Temple and Main streets, 
and deposit the amount of a predetermined 
fine, which will vary only according to 
whether it is a first, second or third offense. 
Normally, only reckless drivers and speed- 
ers will appear in court, but those who wish 
to plead not guilty will be given the oppor- 
tunity of telling it to the judge, as hereto- 
fore. The number of thea is not expected 
to be large, as police have been instructed 
to ignore border-line cases and issue sum- 
monses only where the violation, in the 
opinion of the officer at least, is clear. 

The system has been worked out by co- 
operation between the Traffic Commission, 
the police, the municipal judges and the 
Automobile Club, and is modeled on success- 
ful experiments in the eastern cities Its 
advantages are that it gives the same treat- 
ment to all, avoids congestion in the courts, 
keeps traffic officers from temptation and 
gives minor traffic offenses a quasi-crimina] 
instead of a criminal status. It is also ex- 
pected to produce more net revenue. |
